break alliances 

Vernon A. Walters, President 
Reagan’s choice to become 
United Nations ambassador, said 
yesterday his first priority in 
his new job will be to pull apart 
regional alliances of nations that 
have opposed the United States 
on a broad range of international 


sues.

“‘1 think a great deal can be 
one in breaking up the solid 
loc of governments who vote 
gainst us,” Mr. Walters said. “I 
rould like to rebuild some of the 
naiority we [the United States] 
ised to have.” 

He was not specific, except to 
lay that one issue on which 
le intends to work hard is reduc- 
ng opposition to Israel and U.S. 
policies toward Israel in the 
international body. 

Tf confirmed, Mr. Walters, 67, 
would replace Jeane J . Kirkpat- 
rick, who had Cabinet rank. I 
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
